Fred Mpssct writes from Washing- 
ton, saying that everything thut comes 
from Cleveland is calculated to chill 
the hearts of the spoilsmen. People are 
not slow to credit the report sent out 
that Cleveland has sent au extrnordi 
nary message to the House Committee 
on Civil Service Reform to the effect 
that he would like to see President 
Habbison before his term of office closes 
extend the provisions of the Civil Service 
rules to every possible branch of the 
Government, so that he may be free to 
attend to the many and important ques- 
tions pending, and which he will have 
to deal with; furthermore indicating his 
disapproval of the DeArmond bill, now 
iu the Civil Service Reform Committee. 
This bill proposes "To suspend dMring 
the first year of each Presidential term 
all Civil Service laws, rules aud regula- 
tions, in so far as they do or might re- 
strict or interfere with the free exer- 
cise by the President or Heads of De- 
partments of the power to remove or ap- 
point officers or employes of the Govern 
ment."

Noblesvillk, Ind., Jan. 20. -Interest 
Increases in the celebrated McDonald 
will case in the Hamilton circuit court 
as the trial proceeds. The attendance 
Wednesday was larger than on any pre- 
ceding- day and taxed the court-room 
to its limit The plaintiff, pursuing 
the same line of attack as on Tuesday, 
introduced W. H. Hay, deputy collector 
of internal revenue, who pronounced 
the signature* of Sonator McDonald as 
attached to the will and duplicate copy 
both to be forgeries. Next in order 
Henry Clay and Ross McNannany, of 
Indianapolis, were examined. They, 
too, pronounced the signatures false. 

The next witness called was James 
H. Woodward, formerly of Indianapolis, 
who, being sworn, said he would tell 
the truth if the lawyers would permit 
him to do so. He testified to an Inti- 
mate personal acquaintance with Sen- 
ator McDonald from 186 1 up to the sen- 
ator's death, during which time he re- 
ceived from 800 to 500 letters, and ac- 
quired great familiarity witli his signa- 
ture.

Chicago, Jan. 20.— Wednesday's Farm- 
er's Review says: Reports have been 
received from the correspondents in 
twelve states on the condition of win- 
ter wheut und on the condition and 
movement of cattle. In Illinois w inter 
wheat is in from lair to good condi- 
tion generally. About 18 per cent of 
the correspondents, however, t ■• tpofft tlmt 
In their counties the stand w as rather 
weak when winter set in, and, in one 
or two instances, it was feared the 
wheat had been injured by the severe 
cold weather before the blanket of 
snow came. A part of this poor condi- 
tion at the present time is due to the 
slowness of the plant in getting a start, 
and later conditions may operate to en- 
tirely repair the danger. The condi- 
tion of cattle is everywhere good. 
There are few cattle being marketed 

In Indiana, about seventy per cent 
of the correspondents report the condi- 
tion of wheat as good, twelve per cent 
fair, nnd the rest poor. This is tho con- 
dition in which it went into winter 
quarters, since which there has been 
little change. Cattle are in good con- 
dition, but very few are being shipped 
taking the state as a whole. 

In Michigan the winter wheat is in 
good condition in most of the counties 
reporting. In a few of the counties the 
crop has not recovered from the effects 
of the ravages of the lly, reported last 
fall. This loss of condition, however, 
will amount to very little whin taken 
In connection with the condition of the 
crop throughout the state.
